White House after his conference 
with Eisenhower, Peterson said the 
Civil Defense agency 
has

ment of an electric device to be 
plugged into home wall outlets. 
He said it resembles 
a sort of 


oversized double socket and can 
be set squawking by an impulse 
over the power lines. 


That would be the signal to turn 


on radios to find out what the 
warning is about. 


Final tests are in the offing now, 


Peterson said, and contracts have 
been let for that job. He said it 
is hoped the gadgets will cost $4 
or $5. 


Peterson flew back from Louisi- 


ana yesterday to make his report 
and to be sworn in this afternoon 
as ambassador to Denmark.

"FACTS BEHIND FILTER-TIPS" 


Smokers A\ho have changed from plain-tip to 


filter-tip cigarettes because of the findings of scien- 
tists linking cigarette smoking and lung cancer prob- 
ably are receiving less "health protection" than they 
imagine. 


'So reports a July Reader's Digest article, ' The 


Facts Behind Filter-Tip Cigarettes," by Lois Mattox 
Miller and James Monahan which will appear to- 
morrow June 25. 


Accompanying the article is a table of figures 


on tar and nicotine found by Foster D. Snell, Inc , 
New York consulting chemist and engineers, in the 


tsmokestream of twenty-six brands of cigarettes, half 
of them filter-tip and half plain-tip, and including 
both king and regular lengths. 


By switching to a filter-tip with a low tar rating 


on this table, a smoker may reduce his tar by seven 
to 17 percent but medical authorities, the article re- 
ports, say these reductions "are too small to be really 
significant in terms of health protection " 


Many switches from plain to filter-tips, the figures 


reveal, actually result in the smoker being exposed 
to more instead of less tar and nicotine. A change 
from one company's plain-tip regular length cigarette 
to it's king length filter-tip, for example, resulted in 


" "18 percent more tar, 29 percent more nicotine." 


Most filters, says the article, "are little more than 


mouthpieces" and "to kick a satisfactory taste 
through the filter" the blends going into filter-tips 
are being loaded with heavier burley tobacco Smoke 
from this is reported to yield about 16 per cent more 
tar and 40 percent more nicotine than mild, flue-cured 
tobacco. 


The article •also reports there "is less tobacco in 


most king-size filter-tip cigarettes than in the shorter 
plain-tip cigarette." 


Before 1954 less than ten percent of the cigarettes 


gold-were filter-tips They accounted for 30 percent of 
the sales last year. Some say they passed the 50 per- 
cent mark early this year and, according to the article 
may command 75 percent of the market by the end of 
the year.

iTffASHINGTON—(ircA)— Federal Flood Indemnity AdmimsUa- 
1 " tion will pass out of existence in July—the shortest-lived 
government agency in history. It never \vrote a policy 


FFIA was authorized on the last day of the last session of Con- 


gress, without a recoid vote. It was killed in the House of Rep- 
resentatnes 10 months later by the simple process of denying it 
money with which to operate 


The vote was 58 Republicans and 128 Democrats for a total of 


186 votes in favor of keeping the outfit going, to 128 Republicans 
and 90 Democrats for a total of 218 against it 


What happened to bring about this strange reversal of con- 


gressional opinion is the cause for much political speculation

a good case history on why things happen the \vay they do in
